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HIGH PRICES AND THE BANK 
By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 


It is interesting to consider the relation of the banking business to 
the present condition of high prices. The bank stands in the thick of 
affairs. Naught transpires in the commercial world that does not have 
some influences on the bank. Our economic problems come immediately 
close to the bank. The financial affairs of the government are interwoven 
with the conduct and destiny of our banks, especially our national banks. 
And at this very time the gravest problems we have to consider concerning 
the future of the prosperity of the country affect and are affected by the 
banks. 


Unusual Period of Commodity Prices 


Everywhere there is a ery of high prices. And indeed there never was 
such a regime in some respects. Hogs at ten dollars a hundred is an un- 
paralleled price. Horses and mules and all live stock bring enormous 
returns when sold. At the retail store there is a price that continually 
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increases. And throughout our domestic trade the increase in price is 
general. It is a condition. It is startling in some of its phases. There 
are sporadic outbreaks of unrest. What do these symptoms forebode? 
Men are asking, ‘‘ How long can this thing last?’’ It is a condition worthy 
the consideration of every man. 


Interest of the Bankers is Great 


The banker, standing in the thick of affairs, is especially interested. 
What will be the end? If he knew this now he would be able to shape 
his business the better. And he is anxious to consider the question in 
all its phases. He is thinking hard, in these times of general prosperity, 
in the midst of this unprecedented activity in trade. For when the change 
comes he will feel the cold current of adversity first. Not that he is in 
trade himself, but that he is behind trade. 


How the Bank is Influenced by Prices 


If one will compare the deposits of the banks of the country with 
those of ten years ago, or of any lesser time, save the short depression 
after the panic of 1907, it will be found that they bear a direct ratio to 
the increase in prices. In some sections of the country where the crops 
have been exceptionally good for a period of ten years there is a special 
cause for the plethoric condition of the deposits. But speaking generally, 
and of the whole country as a unit, the increase in price has made to a 
marked degree the increase in the deposits. It is a matter of mathematics 
rather than a matter of increase of production. Not that we have not 
gained in the latter regard. But we are constantly consuming our float- 
ing capital. We put our stored-up labor into permanent improvements 
as fast as it is possible for us to do so. And the deposits of the bank do not 
therefore show so directly our increase in the stored-up labor which we 
denominate wealth. 


High Prices and Deposits of County Bank 


Take the farming community. For years past these men have been 
-getting unheard of prices for what they grow and raise on the farm. 
The banker’s deposits are increased because they have a floating capital 
that is yet uninvested in permanent improvements. This makes a distinct 
showing in the bank’s deposits. Prices being high the farmers, and the 
merchants too, and indeed to some extent all men, have grown wealthier. 
Yet we must not deceive ourselves, as a matter of economics in this. So 
many things enter into the computation, that it would be a wonderful feat 
of bookkeeping if the balance could be struck and the actual increase of 
wealth shown for the ten years just past. But it is apparent that de- 
posits are a vital elemeut in the conduct of the bank and their nature 
should be clearly understood. 

Conversely it is interesting to note the way in which the bank, without 
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being a party to any trade, influences the high prices of commodities. 
Trade is universal. Trade is the exponent of the desire of men. Trade is 
a mutual good. But in the trading the desires of the men are fully 
evinced. And this being true the price is an index to the general momentum 
of trade. All along the line of the changes of ownership there is the 
element of profit. Trade in the article enough and its price is sure to ad- 
vance. So that momentum, and momentum is directly traceable to the 
influence of credit supplied by the bank, makes prices high. There is no 
doubt of this. A stagnant market is a low-priced market. More than 
this, a time of depression when men are afraid to engage in business is 
denoted by a low price. If then the bank, which is primarily a fountain 
of credit, makes the money, in checks, drafts and loans, which does the 
business of buying and selling, the bank is instrumental in aiding that 
force in trade and commerce which drives prices ever upward. 

But the bank is an unwitting partner in this. The bank, as far as its 
own direct influence is concerned, has nothing to do with price. It buys 
and sells none of the commodities. It does loan to its customers, and in 
so doing follows the general tendency and desire of the time. It is an 
aid in making that forward movement which, if allowed to continue too 
long unchecked, must bring about a reaction. And it is safe to predict that 
a lower level is coming. It cannot be otherwise since (bearing constantly 
against the law of profit and rise in price) the object of and purpose of 
all trade is to give the most in comfort for the least cost in human labor 
to the largest number of people. It is time to consider the meaning of 
present events and conditions. 


The Indispensable Use and Power of Credit 


The large volume of business done in the United States is directly due, 
in large part, to the credit furnished through the instrumentality of the 
banks. Not only is this true by means of those loans, which, based on the 
mortgaged energy of the people, furnish the capital necessary to enterprise 
and industry, but the bank affords through its peculiar functioning of the 
transfer of credits on its books a means whereby the people generally, 
in their small domestic transactions, may make the credits represented 
by checks and drafts take the place of money. In a word credit, issuing 
at the demand of the desire of man and the necessity of trade, makes it 
possible for man to drive ahead in commerce; and in time, if there is not 
some means of checking his activity, overproducing. The bank is an 
indispensable instrumentality in all. 

Situated in the midst of the trade which is not only domestic but 
world-wide, the bank aids the whole because it is in all things the servant 
of the people. 

It is, therefore, the province of the bank to steady prices by steadying 
credit, the maker of price. If this could be done with a unanimity by the 
banks of the country the effect would be most marked. But there is no 
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way by which this can be done. It is not desirable in a free domestic 
trade that it should be done for many reasons. Yet it is a fact that the 
banks in the larger centers, because they hold the loans of men who deal 
in speculative values, can have, if they will, a steadying influence on 
trade and therefore on prices. Yet the bank is servant at the same time 
that it is master. It can not only be judicial and conservative, but it must 
serve. Herein lies the opportunity for the banker to be a great influence 
in trade affairs. 


Condition and Outlook 


There is no doubt that high prices indicate a condition not altogether 
normal. As we have attempted to show there is a general law of business, 
the greatest good to the greatest number. The bank is a fountain of 
eredit. Credit is the lifeblood of trade. These axioms are well known. 
But while they are true, it is also true that causes that lies in the nature 
of things not only direct commerce but they limit. It is not alone the 
man and his will, and the soil and its capability. There are continents and 
seas and migrations of men, and potent ideas and discoveries, that change 
the whole. The high price, if it is not normal, therefore, for the reason 
that all exchange, on its natural basis, tends to a mutual give and take 
that allows for no undue distribution and inequality of products, must 
indicate a condition that will meet with change. It is unreasonable to 
expect that the present conditions will continue. The fact is that labor 
and wages cannot be made to keep pace with this growth and increase in 
cost price and hence there must come a time when the people cannot buy. 
Once there is a point reached like this the reaction sets in and there is no 
estimating where the downward tendency will stop. 

To every man and especially to the banker, therefore, the present con- 
dition is of interest. The merchant at such a time ought to buy cautiously. 
The promoter ought to take care. The farmer, perhaps in the least danger 
of all, ought not to mortgage his farm to buy another. And the banker 
ought to know and realize that his deposits must tend again downward, 
that he is loaning on the top of the market, and that once the change sets 
in he will be earliest affected. To him caution at the present time of in- 
flated values is the highest wisdom. 
































Forewarned Is Forearmed 


There is then to the alert banker a warning in the present high prices. 
He must not loan on so narrow a margin as that the change when it does 
come will find him not properly secured. He must not imagine that his 
deposits will stay at their present high point. True, there is in the years 
to come, a natural increase in wealth that is to be temporarily expressed, 
and find its way into the bank in deposits. But this will not justify tak- 
ing for granted that the present conditions will remain indefinitely. As 
stated there are straws which show that a change is impending. And 
while the banker must go with the tide to a certain extent, he can exercise 
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an individual judgment that when taken altogether over the country will 
steady affairs. 

It is his duty to take ‘at a discount the cry of prosperity. Nothing is 
true prosperity that will not last. The residuum of human toil is useful 
things and customs; this is true wealth. Economists may quarrel over 
whether it is best to have a low level or a high level of prices, but the 
banker knows that to be forewarned is to be forearmed. 


Future of Banking is Unknown 


The future of banking, owing to the pending changes in the monetary 
and. banking systems, is not known. But enough is indicated to bring cau- 
tion. We are likely to have another campaign in which the money ques- 
tion will be uppermost. It ought to be a means of making the banker 
stick the closer to his last policy. And his paramount duty in the premises 
now is to do for trade all that is just and legitimate, but to exercise all 
his power to keep out of existence those elements that make for undue 
inflation of price and undue speculation in the natural products of the 
country. Only thus can credit be made stable, and only by means of a 
stable credit is the safety of the banker assured. 


CHICAGO, HOME OF IRRIGATION FINANCING

It may be proper to class Chicago as a home of irrigation finance. It 
is probable that a greater number of projects of this new and important 
industry have found favor in that city and it is, perhaps, due that a Chicago 
man should answer some of the letters concerning the bonds that have 
appeared in magazines and other publications not necessarily of a financial 
nature, during the last month or two. 

It is fair to say, however, that a careful study of any of these critical 
letters which have been printed, will show that some issues of irrigation 
securities are undoubtedly meritorious, but by reason of the novelty of 
irrigation finance and the possibility that the subject has not been looked 
into with the utmost care by persons who may be inclined to purchase 
irrigation bonds, it seems wise at this time to make, in a brief way, a com- 
parison between irrigation bonds and other corporation issues. 


Irrigation as a Project has been Successful 


There seems to be no doubt that the practice of irrigation is, as a rule, 
eminently successful. It is bringing into productiveness an immense area 
of heretofore desert and valueless land, assisting in the economical raising 
of agricultural products and permitting the contribution to the national 
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wealth of lands which, prior to irrigation, were practically incapable of 
producing anything of value. 

It has been stated that persons contemplating the purchase of irriga- 
tion bonds should use extraordinary precaution and buy only from houses 
of established reputation. 

It has been claimed that the profits to dealers in irrigation bonds are 
unusually large and further, that it is expected at the time of flotation that 
a portion of the proceeds of the bonds must be used to pay the interest on 
them. 

Reference has been made to the Wright Act which about twenty years 
ago was operative in California and encouraged a great deal of irrigation 
promotion, a large part of which was not successful and resulted in loss 
to bondholders. 


Reference Made To Over-Irrigation 


Attention has also been called to the possibility of over-irrigation and 
improper drainage of the soil, so that after only a temporary benefit irri- 
gated lands would revert to their former condition, with the exception 
that instead of being dry and arid they would be over-moist and muddy. 

It has been further suggested that some bankers and prominent bond 
man had refused to negotiate or recommend to their clients, irrigation 
bonds. 

All of which coming from the pens of able writers, is undoubtedly 
true so far as it goes, but it is a fact that irrigation bonds which are not 
subject to any of the conditions above related, may be bought and at the 
same price at which many bonds to which the above might apply are being 
offered. The difference is in the character of the investment,—that is 
to say, between what may be called the construction bond and the matured 
bond. 


Good, Bad and Indifferent Bonds 


It may be appropriate to say that in Government, State, Municipal, 
Railroad, Public Utility or any other form of bond, there are good, bad and 
indifferent issues. Irrigation bond offerings are not confined to bad propo- 
sitions and bad propositions are not confined to irrigation issues. 

To go into the matter in detail, it is no more than right to say that 
not only should the contemplating purchaser of irrigation bonds use pre- 
caution in the investment of his funds, but so also should the purchaser 
of any other kind of security. It should make no difference whether a 
bond issue is financed by a house of international repute or by the young 
man just venturing in business for himself. 


Investors Should Use Care 
A person contemplating investment will undoubtedly take into con- 
sideration that the purchase of investment securities involves the passing 


of a larger sum of money than usually transpires in ordinary business 
transactions and want to be sure that the goods he is purchasing are worth 
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to him at least a hundred cents on the dollar. A person who goes blindly 
into an investment is not different from a speculator, excepting where the 
negotiations are conducted with personal friends or organizations with 
whom business has been done for many years and who thoroughly under- 
stand the requirements of the purchaser and what it is best to sell him. 

In the purchase of irrigation bonds and in the exercise of discretion 
therein, a contemplating investor should satisfy himself, not necessarily 
taking into consideration the statements made by the banker who offers 
the bonds and who is undoubtedly to derive a profit from their sale; he 
should carefully read the report of the engineers who either installed, or 
examined the project in behalf of the bond dealers; he should see a chemi- 
cal analysis which should satisfy him, even though practically ignorant 
of the subject, that the lands to be irrigated are susceptible of profitable 
cultivation when water has been applied; he should see the opinion of at- 
torneys that water rights are appropriate, and furthermore, he should read 
the Trust Deed under which the bonds are issued and satisfy himself that 
due precautions have been taken for the protection of his investment. 


Value of the Engineer’s Report 


If it should transpire that the engineer’s report shows that the project 
has been completed, then so much the better and the investor will not 
have to be influenced by the supposition that there are enormous profits 


accruing to the bond dealers from the negotiation of his purchase. 

It is undoubtedly true that where bonds are issued to furnish funds for 
the construction of an irrigation system or for the construction of any 
other enterprise, the profits must be large and very much larger than the 
profits from the negotiation of bonds which were not issued until all the 
preliminary financing had been finished. 


Construction Risk Is Great 


The construction risk in irrigation is, perhaps, greater than in other 
enterprises, but where the construction risk has been assumed by the pro- 
moters and bonds are not issued until construction has been completed and 
the dangers passed by, then the profit from the negotiation of the bonds 
is no more than is fair, and certainly not larger than is usually expected 
from the flotation of other corporation bonds. 

The Wright Act (so-called) was unfortunate, but it had its educational 
side. Electric Railway Bonds rank today with the best of Public Utility 
Securities. Corporations operating in many of the large cities have placed 
their bonds on a high plane, and yet in the working out of electric trans- 
portation there were many mistakes and some bond issues went into de- 
fault. 

The situation is entirely changed and the first mortgage bonds of a 
street railway operating in well-populated territory are worthy of serious 
consideration as an investment and are, in fact, frequently recommended 
by the most conservative institutions. Irrigation interests have profited 
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by the mistakes of twenty years ago and we may believe that the errors 
of that time are an advantage today. 

Now in connection with the drainage or over-irrigation question: 

The suggestions above will apply. If an investor in bonds who inclines 
towards irrigation issues will confine his purchases to those securities is- 
sued on projects that have been completed before the securities are nego- 
tiated, and then insist that the lands which are the prime security back of 
his bonds, shall have been sold to persons whose bona fide intention it is 
to cultivate them, and if he has seen reports and opinions that are satisfac- 
tory to him so far as the technical features are concerned, then he may 
justly reason out that—so far as human ingenuity and technical knowl- 
edge can determine—there will be no danger of over-irrigation or anything 
else along similar lines which may work to the disadvantage of the land 
upon which he is indirectly loaning money. 


One Peculiar Feature of Irrigation 


There is a peculiar feature in irrigation bonds which does not apply, 
so far as I know, to any other industry, and that is, that it makes absolutely 
no difference how much money has been expended in the installation of 
an irrigation plant, or how much the land was worth prior to irrigation, 
so far as the security for the bonds is concerned. We know that before ir- 
rigation the acreage was desert and dry, and practically incapable of 
cultivation. Whether it cost $10 or $1,000,000 to apply moisture to these 


lands, seems to have no bearing on the matter. The State fixes the land 
values by permitting the charge for water at so much per acre, usually 
$35 to $65 and it is really surprising to see how many there are who are will- 
ing to pay that price for the purchase of irrigated lands. 


As to the General Market for These Bonds 


Now as to the general market for irrigation bonds. It is stated above 
that some bankers refuse to negotiate them. This is really not a demerit. 
Some houses of very high standing do not negotiate municipal bonds, 
perhaps the safest of all securities, and other houses equally good do not 
enter the field for railroad, public utility or other corporation issues. Irri- 
gation bonds now, and perhaps for many years, will not have a very broad 
market. All sales of securities are made on the supposition that the pur- 
chaser is buying bonds for permanent investment and that it is the pur- 
chaser’s intent to keep his money in the bonds until maturity. This applies 
to every character of investment. 

Bond houses that have been established for a number of years and who 
have been underwriters of a good many issues of bonds, prefer to deal prac- 
tically in their own securities. This, of course, is outside of such issues 
as may have a quick outside market or be listed on some one of the Stock 
Exchanges. The expense of originating a bond issue which includes at- 
torneys’ fees, engineering and auditing expenses, is large, and very many 
of the houses have now issued enough that they have personally inves- 
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tigated and recommended, so that there are many bonds they can con- 
scientiously place before their own clients without going into the issues 
underwritten by others. This will undoubtedly apply to irrigation bonds, 
but it will not work to the discredit of irrigation bonds any more than it 
does to the securities of street railways, gas and electric, water power or 
other similar propositions. 


Supply a Happy Medium 


Irrigation bonds supply the happy medium between the corporation 
bonds issued under certification of a Trustee and the direct mortgage on 
agricultural real estate, and at the present time they furnish the investor 
a rate of income slightly above the average. 

Regardless of anything to the contrary that may have been suggested, 
the bonds of an irrigation company appropriately located, whose system 
has been intelligently installed and whose income must be sufficient to 
provide for the interest and principal of its issues, are worthy of the 
consideration of any investor and purchase of them should not be dis- 
couraged. 


OUR NATIONAL VICE—-EXTRAVAGANCE *

Poverty of resources, and adversity of natural conditions, breed in a 
people thrift and economy. We see this exemplified in the characteristic 
traits of the sturdy New Englander of a few generations ago and in the 
Seotsman of today. It follows that wealth of natural resources, ease of 
acquiring a living, and long cycles of prosperity, beget habits of waste- 
fulness and prodigality. 

For this reason extravagance has become not only a national and 
characteristic vice, but is fast becoming a national menace. Our peculiar 
temperament lends itself easily to self-indulgence and always in that 
which is best and most expensive. There does not appear anywhere to 
exist in the conduct of national, municipal or individual affairs that appre- 
ciation of the economical and prudent use of resources and that adjust- 
ment of expenditures to means and incomes which always have been 
found necessary to the support of prosperity and to the maintenance of a 
condition of solvency. 

Where Our National Expense Could Be Curtailed 


Recently it was declared upon the floor of the United States Senate by 
a member of that body who, by reason of his experience in public life and 
his knowledge of all the financial and economic problems which confront

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us, is qualified to speak with authority that if the business affairs of this 
government could be conducted in accordance with the sound and economi- 
cal methods employed by great corporations an annual saving of not less 
than $300,000,000 could be effected. This is a strong indictment of our 
government methods, but there is no doubt that the charge constitutes a 
‘*true bill;’’ nor is there any doubt that a large majority, if not all, our 
states and municipalities could be tried and found guilty under similar 


charges. The same general indictment would hold good against the in- 
dividual citizen as well. 


Extravagance Seems to be the Fashion 


In the matter of individual expenditures it is the fashion now to be 
extravagant to the point of wastefulness, and the fashion is running riot. 
Individual thrift is considered not merely miserly hoarding, but is looked 
upon as a vice and a thing to be despised. It is said that this is not a day 
of small things, and that wealth, as wealth goes now, may no longer be 
accumulated by the slow processes of savings and economies. 

This may be true if we shall measure wealth only by millions or hun- 
dreds of millions, but, just as surely as there ever existed virtue in economy 
or contentment and independence in frugality, they are there today; and 
just as surely as individual and national extravagance ever led to a day of 
reckoning they are doing so today. Among nations and among individuals 
permanent wealth and material progress are the results not so much of 
rich natural resources as they are the products of economy and thrift; 
not alone economy in the arts of production, but economy of use. 


Reckless Spending not a Newly Acquired National Habit 


Heedless squandering and reckless spending on a large scale are not 
passing fads or newly acquired national habits which may be laid aside at 
will, or which a year or two of adversity would readily correct ; but through 
long indulgence and practice they have been so deeply ingrained in the 
very fabric of our character as to become instinctive. They find expres- 
sion in every shade and degree of expenditure, from vulgar and vain- 
glorious display, all the way down to that miserable and petty fear which 
compels even the bravest of us to place gratuities out of all proportion to 
service into the outstretched palm of every flunky who serves. The thrifty 
Europeans discovered this spending instinct of ours and long ago turned 
it to their profit. 


Cites Automobile Industry as an Illustration 


Another and more recent example of our refusal to take heed of the 
‘‘sions of the times,’’ and of our apparent reliance upon blind faith that 
because Providence hitherto has protected us against our folly we shall 
always enjoy the same protection, may be found in the fact that during 
the year following the panic of 1907 almost the only industry which suf- 
fered no serious setback was the one which among all others might have been 
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expected to suffer most, because the very life of that particular industry 
depended upon continued indulgence in luxury and extravagance. I refer, 
of course, to the manufacture of automobiles. 

The fact that the business of manufacturing automobiles grew by leaps 
and bounds during the years following the panic constitutes a powerful 
commentary upon the heedlessness of our expenditures and our lack of 
thrift. It seems that neither wars nor panics have power to check, far 
less to stop, our wastefulness. 


Americans Spend Quarter of Million on Autos 


We are squandering on pleasure vehicles annually sums of money 
running into hundreds of millions of dollars. The initial cost of automo- 
biles to American users amounts to not less than $250,000,000 a year. The 
up-keep and other necessary expenditures, as well as incidentals, which 
would not otherwise be incurred, amount to at least as much more. This 
vast sum is equivalent in actual economic waste each year to more than 
the value of property destroyed in the San Francisco fire—perhaps twice 
as much. 

The consequences of such enormous waste may be postponed for a 
time, but ultimately they must be faced and settled. Every dollar of prop- 
erty wasted or expended involves the consumption of so much of the 
product of human labor, and it stands to reason that it must be paid for. 


Economic Loss Growing Out of Indulgence 


This sum, as large as it is, does not include the whole economic loss 
growing out of this single item of indulgence. The thousands of young 
and able-bodied men employed in manufacturing machines and in running 
and caring for cars, all are withdrawn from productive usefulness; they 
become consumers of our diminishing surplus products and constitute an 
added burden to the producers. The economic influence of this withdrawal 
from the producing and addition to the consuming class is bound to be 
manifested in a tendency to higher prices. Its effect already must be con- 
siderable, and is comparable only to the maintenance of a standing army. 

Thousands upon thousands of our people, frenzied by desire for pleasure 
and crazed by passion to spend, have mortgaged their homes, pledged their 
life insurance policies, withdrawn their hard-earned savings from bank to 
buy automobiles; and have thereby converted their modest assets into 
expanding and devouring liabilities. The spectacle is astounding. 


Decries Use of Autos by Those Not Rich 


I do not wish to be understood as singling out the automobile industry 
for attack. Far from it; for in my judgment, when the froth has been 
scraped off and the business settles down to the complete development of 
the usefulness of the automobile commercially, and as a motive power, its 
manufacture will become one of the most valuable, as it is now one of 
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the most profitable of our national industries. I decry neither the ma- 
chine itself nor the business of making it. 


But as a means of pleasure it is very costly and it is an extravagance, 
except for those who are rich. I decry the use of the machine for purposes 
of pleasure by classes who must go into debt or give up their savings to 
indulge that pleasure. The fact that it is done on such a scale offers a 
striking illustration of our national vice. In fact, it typifies our mania 


for spending beyond our means, and it is for this reason alone the illus- 
tration is used. 


Indulgence and Waste Continues Down the Line 


It should not be forgotten, however, that a similar scale of indulgence 
and waste is maintained all the way down the line. This fact recently has 
brought the question of the high cost of living into prominence, and the 
issue will become more pressing and more important. Already it is the 
subject of official investigation and no doubt some means may be sought 
by legislation to alleviate the trouble. 7 

The contention that high prices are not an evil to be dreaded may be 
maintained with forcefulness and a show of plausibility; for it must be 
admitted that there comes a time when the limit of price is reached at 
which each article wiil go into consumption, then automatic readjustment 
is bound to take place. But the difficulty is that the enforced readjust- 
ment is likely to come suddenly, being precipitated by some unexpected 
calamity and be accompanied by financial distress and followed by a long 
period of trade depression. Such experiences are painful and costly. 
Since sound and adequate corrective measures applied in time may pro- 
duce gradual and healthy readjustment without disturbance, it is mani- 
festly better to find and apply these remedies before the disorder reaches 
a crisis. 

It is conceivable that if our country were isolated completely and 
we had no more trade relations with other nations than the people of the 
earth with those of Mars, we might for a long time maintain amongst 
ourselves a fairly stable internal credit structure (based upon gold) even 
if the equilibrium of prices should be considerably further out of line than 
it is now. But it is in respect of our trade with other nations and the bal- 
ances resulting therefrom that high prices of commodities in home markets 
indicate the time when we approach or have reached the limit of tolerance 
in credit expansion. 


When We are on Solid Ground 


So long as we are able to produce food stuffs and raw materials in 
excess of our own requirements, and to manufacture goods which the 
world needs and will purchase in competitive markets, and so long as 
we can sell these commodities and manufactured goods to other nations 
in sufficient quantities to settle our trade balances, as well as to offset 
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certain other large items of international debit against us, then we are 
on solid ground; and high prices inject no element of industrial danger 
or of financial instability. Such a position we have enjoyed in the past, 
and it has been ours for so long a time that we have been led to believe it 
could never come to an end. But in this matter we have been deceiving 
ourselves, and to the extent which that deception has contributed to our 
present extravagances, or encouraged them, we have been living in a 
‘*fool’s paradise.’’ Our position in respect of international trade is chang- 
ing, as is shown by our trade balances. 


The Balance of Trade of a Nation 


The ‘‘balance of trade’’ of a nation represents the difference, computed 
in its own money, between the value of goods exported and of goods im- 
ported in a given period. When our exports, or goods sold to foreign 
countries, exceed in value our imports, or goods purchased from foreign 
countries, then the balance of trade is ‘‘favorable’’ and that balance con- 
stitutes an international credit. When the value of goods bought in 
foreign countries exceeds the value of goods sold, then the balance is 
unfavorable and the difference constitutes a debit against us. Taking the 
ten years beginning with 1899, and ending with 1908, we had an annual 
average excess of exports over imports of $511,273,000, or a total excess 
for ten years of more than five billion dollars. This enormous sum was 
due largely to the export of our excess production of raw material and food 
stuffs. If there had been no extra trade charges against us internationally, 
which do not figure in the balance sheets of trade, we should have had a 
call upon other nations of the earth for the full amount of this trade bal- 
ance and we should have been in position to import five billion dollars of 
gold. This stupendous sum was equal, however, to one and one-half times 
the whole world’s production of gold for that period. Therefore we 
should have held the world in our debt to that extent, less whatever could 
have been spared to us in gold. 


How Our Debit Abroad is Made Up 


The total amount of this annual extra trade debit cannot be determined 
with certainty, but the figures here given have been carefully estimated 
and are believed to be well within the limits of conservatism. The prob- 
abilities are that the actual figures greatly exceed these amounts. The 
chief items are: 

First. Spent by our people traveling abroad $200,000,000 annually. 

Second. Paid to owners of foreign vessels for carrying ‘‘in-and-out’’ 
merchandise and passengers $300,000,000. 

Third. Dividends on foreign capital invested in the United States; 
fire and other insurance premiums; incomes from property, estate and 
investments owned by American-born persons residing abroad; remittances 
made by residence foreigners of their wages and savings earned here; or 
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sums sent to native countries by naturalized citizens, total an annual sum 
not less than $400,000,000. Grand total of all items, $900,000,000. 


Tendency of Extra Trade Indebtedness to Grow 


This extra trade indebtedness, which probably exceeds a billion dol- 
lars, is an annual charge and is likely to increase year by year rather than 
diminish. It is clearly out of the question to think of settling so large a 
sum annually in gold or in any other way than by trade or by selling our 
securities abroad. This latter method however, while affording tem- 
porary relief, does not permanently settle debts, and would, if resorted to 
on a large scale for a long time, merely add to our annual debit for in- 
terest and dividends, and thereby increase the world’s power to command 
our gold. It is important, therefore, in the first place to see in what man- 
ner and to what extent we may hope to reduce this charge; and when all 
possibilities in that direction have been exhausted to ascertain how much of 
the remainder may be offset and how it may be done. 

The third item, for obvious reasons, is in the same category, and in 
fact is likely to grow much larger. Therefore it seems practicable to con- 
sider reduction in only one item, amounting to about one-third of the whole 
sum involved. This reduction may be accomplished in one way and only 
one, and that is by reviving our international shipping industry and estab- 
lishing the supremacy in carrying American goods which our vessels en- 
joyed in the early history of our nation. Despite the remarkable growth of 
our foreign trade from 1861, when the total imports and exports were 
$585,000,000, to 1908, when the total trade volume was $3,055,000,000, Ameri- 
ean shipping has steadily dwindled. The amount of this enormous trade 
carried in our own ships is pitiably small. To be exact, from 1861, when 
our ships carried 65 per cent of our whole trade, we have fallen down and 
down to 1908, when we carried only 9.8 per cent. Thus while our trade 
increased five-fold in value, we are carrying $100,000,000 less in value 
per year than we did fifty years ago. The comparative figures are worst 
still as we go back several decades preceding 1860. 


HOLDINGS OF BIG LIFE INSURANCE COMPANIES 


The preliminary report of the state insurance department of New 
York, based upon the annual returns of life, casualty, credit, fidelity and 
surety insurance companies, assessment associations and fraternal orders, 
throws considerable light on the present position of the life insurance com- 
panies as regards their holdings of bonds and stocks.

By way of comparison it may be noted that the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance Society had*mortgage loans outstanding on Dec. 31, 1909, to the amount 
of $97,532,648, distributed throughout thirty-one states. In New York State 
these mortgage loans had decreased since Dec. 31, 1905, by $2,387,485, while 
those outside the state had increased $13,389,150.

SEEK TO PREVENT PRIVATE BANK FRAUDS 


NEW YORK LEGISLATURE PASSES BILL TO PROTECT IMMIGRANT DEPOSITS 
AND ESTABLISH BANKING LICENSE BUREAU—MUST FILE 
PERIODICAL REPORT 


The New York State Comptroller has had the sphere of his duties enlarged 
by the passage through the Legislature of the private banking act, known 
as the Foley-Sullivan bill. The object of the bill is to supervise and control 
the large class of irregular unchartered banking institutions conducted by 
individuals, partnerships and associations, which usually in conjunction with 
the sale of steamship tickets, receive money on deposit and for transmission 
abroad, almost exclusively from aliens. These so-called banks perform func- 
tions differing materially from those of the regularly charatered national 
or State bank, or the well known private banker and of the quasi bank con- 
ducted by department stores and express companies. They flourish chiefly 
at the lower end of the island of Manhattan and on the East Side in the 
quarters frequented by the lately arrived Italians, Hungarians, Jews, Rus- 
sians, Slavs, Greeks and Syrians. They are often side businesses carried on 
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in connection with grocery stores, saloons, barber shops and other businesses. 
In 1908 there were records of more than 500 in New York city, 40 in Buffalo, 
14 in Utica, 12 in Syracuse, 10 in Rochester, 9 in Schenectady and 3 in Albany, 
and probably there are many more. Scandals and frauds were frequent, 
owing to the want of regulation and the impossibility of bringing them under 
the regular banking law. The Commission of Immigration, appointed by 
Governor Hughes, of which Louis Marshall, was chairman, went exhaustively 
into the subject, and the bill and two others, one dealing with steamship 
ticket agencies and another establishing a Bureau of Industries and Immigra- 
tion, are the outcome of that report of April, 1909. 


First Sought to Bring Private Banks Under State Superintendent 


It was at first proposed to bring these small private banks under the con- 
trol of the State Banking Department, but the Superintendent of Banks was 
unwilling to approve of a measure placing this class of private bankers under 
his control, under the conditions indicated, it being his opinion that to do 
so would tend to lower the standard and reputation of the State banks now 
within the jurisdiction of the Banking Department, while such banking busi- 
ness could not be made the subject of inspection as treated in the same way 
as regular banking institutions. It was decided, therefore, to treat these 
private banking agencies as subject to the ‘‘general business law’’ and to 
bring them under the supervision of the State Comptroller, who is a fiscal 
officer, and whose office, which receives reports on transfers, certificates, cor- 
poration tax filed there, was considered the best adapted to exercise control 
in the matter. 

Wells Law of 1907 Proves Ineffectual 


Under the law of 1907, known as the ‘‘ Wells law,’’ the Comptroller was 
given power over this species of banks by the enactment that all private 
bankers who, in conjunction with the sale of steamship tickets, accepted. 
money for transmission should file with the Comptroller a bond approved 
by him for $15,000. This law, however, has proved ineffectual. In the finan- 
cial panic the losses sustained by the depositors in this class of private banks. 
ran into the millions. The ease with which money could be obtained and 
the lack of regulation made it possible for untrained, illiterate and recently 
arrived immigrants to embark in the business. It was easier to become a 
banker (though the use of the term ‘‘bank’’ was made illegal) than to open 
a saloon or barber shop or run a push-cart. More money is transmitted 
abroad through these banks than is sent by the aliens through the post office. 
Many of such bankers succumbed to the temptations of speculation. Some 
absconded, taking their books with them. In one year, from September, 
1907, to September, 1908, the known liabilities of such insolvent banks: 
amounted to $1,459,295, with nominal assets. The bonding companies almost 
uniformly refused to pay until suit was brought, which was infrequent, on 
account of the small individual claims. It was also claimed that the ‘‘ Wells. 
law’’ was unconstitutional, and defences were protracted. ; 
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The new law makes it incumbent upon anyone engaging in the business 
of receiving deposits of money for safe keeping, or for transmission, or 
for any other purpose to obtain a license first from the State Comptroller. 
The applicant must make a deposit of $10,000 in money or stated securities 
with a bond. The fee for the license is fifty dollars. The place of business 
must be described in the license, which is not transferable. The money and 
securities deposited with the Comptroller and the money paid on the bond 
in ease of default are to be a trust fund for the benefit of the depositors of 
the licensee and these beneficiaries are to be entitled to an absolute preference 
over all general creditors of the licensee. 

The licensee is further to keep books of account and file quarterly state- 
ments with the Comptroller under oath of assets and liabilities. The licenses 
are revokable for cause shown, and penalties are imposed for conducting busi- 
ness without a license and using the word ‘‘banking’’ or ‘‘banker’’ or pub- 
lishing advertisements of a misleading character. Failure to make proper 
reports involves a penalty of $100 a day. All moneys received for trans- 
mission to a foreign country are to be forwarded within five days of the 
receipt. ; , 

The bill does not apply (1) to any corporation or ‘‘individual banker’”’ 
authorized to do business under the provisions of the banking law, nor to 
any association organized under the national banking act; nor (2) to any 
hotel keeper who shall receive money for safekeeping from a guest; nor (3) 
to any express company or telegraph company receiving money for trans- 
mission; nor (4) to any individual or partnership receiving money on de- 
posit for safekeeping or for transmission to others, or for any other purpose, 
where the average amount of each sum received on deposit or for transmission 
by such individual or partnership in the ordinary course of business during 
the fiscal year shall not be less than $500; (5) to any individual or part- 
nership who shall file with the Comptroller a bond in the sum of $100,000. 

For the purpose of the law the Comptroller is to establish a bureau of 
banking licenses. The law is to take effect Jaunary 1, 1911. 


CANADIAN IMMIGRATION CONTINUES HEAVY 


During the first week in May immigration into Canada was the largest 
that the dominion has experienced in many years, if not the greatest yet 
recorded, according to advices at Montreal. During the seven days no less 
than 14,000 new citizens landed on Canadian shores, and most of them are 
now either at their destination in the West or on their way thither. Of these 
immigrants by far the greater proportion are English-speaking people from 
the British Isles, although a thousand or two of them came from the con- 
tinent, and fully 75 per cent of them were booked through to the West, most 
of the others going to Ontario points. 
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THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


During the last month there have been 
some developments of great importance in 
the financial and business world, develop- 
ments which for a time were exceedingly 
perplexing and depressing in their charac- 
ter. The passing of a badly distorted rail- 
road bill by Congress, the reporting out of 
a postal savings bank law and other legis- 
lation at Washington were incidents of 
considerable importance. But the more po- 
tent factors in the situation of late have 
been the steadily tightening up of money 
rates and the easier tendency toward the 
end of the month. 

From an international point of view the 
most important development of the last 
few weeks of course was the death of King 
Edward and the succession of George V 
to the throne. In the speculative markets 
there was an actual disposition on the part 
of stocks to ignore this news. Another 
important feature was the sale of a con- 
siderable volume of our bonds abroad. 
While there may have been some conces- 
sions made, the fact that Paris has come 
around to the point where she is disposed 
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to absorb a large amount of our bonds 
should stimulate a far better feeling. 

The strengthening of the position of the 
Bank of England through gold exports and 
the buying of the precious metal in the 
open market has checked any further out- 
flow of our gold. But there has been an 
equally striking improvement in our own 
position. In order to better understand 
the situation it may be well to revert to 
the developments at che end of last month 
when there was considerable anxiety 
among bankers as a result of the insist- 
ent demand by the country banks on the 
central reserve correspondents. This was 
largely attributed to the unusual activity 
in land, the making of mortgages, and to 
the financing of such farm products as 
have been withheld from the market by 
the producers. 


* * * 

Some weakness in the irrigation bond 
situation has developed, but it is too early 
to fear a breakdown there just yet. The 
instance where it became necessary to 
postpone the payment of interest, how- 
ever, illustrates the point which I endeav- 
ored to bring out some months ago in a 
series of articles in these columns. At 
that time I attempted to make it clear 
that there were good as well as bad and in- 
different irrigation bonds, but urged dis- 
crimination by those seeking investments 
in this direction. As usual, the good suffer 
to some extent with the bad when the 
breakdown comes. In the instance re- 
ferred to it seems that there was some 
disappointment in marketing bonds taken 
by the reservoir company from an irriga- 
tion district for water supply and hence 
the reservoir company is unable to, meet 
its interest requirements. That company 
was organized some three years ago. 

In this connection it is well to-bear in 
mind that some of the states provide that 
interest for three years can be paid out 
of the proceeds of bond issues, but after 
that time must come out of earnings. Of 
course, where bonds of a district contract- 
ing for water are taken by a reservoir 
or water corporation, they would come un- 
der the head of earnings. But supposing 
it is impossible to market them, then 
what? The real test of the irrigation is- 
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sues will probably come some two years 
hence. The sound bonds will stand the 
test, although they may depreciate by rea- 
son of the sentimental effect which the 
breakdown of the credit of the promotion 
issues will have on the general irrigation 
bond market. 

Another thing which later may prove 
embarrassing is the recent land speculation. 
There is reason, however, to believe that 
the action of the banks in curtailing loans 
of this character and in urging caution 
against farmers and land buyers overex- 
tending has checked the speculation before 
it became top-heavy. There is reason to be 
lieve that a considerable volume of money 
and wealth has been carried from this 
country into Canada, but a considerable 
amount of the land transfers no doubt have 
been legitimate, and means the putting un- 
der cultivation and the development of 
new acres, thus increasing the production 
from the soil. So long as this class of 
buyers have not overextended themselves 
and have not paid too high a price for 
their land, this should prove of value to 
the country. In some instances a crop 
failure may cause some serious times for 
those who have mortgaged their land too 
highly. Nevertheless, a much larger 
volume of our liquid capital has been tied 
up in undeveloped land and in unseasoned 
securities of utility and irrigation projects 
than was wise. 

+ * * 

While business is still showing hesi- 
tancy, there is a somewhat more hopeful 
tone in many lines of trade. Following 
quickly on the heels of the better develop- 
ment in banking and monetary conditions 
abroad, our own situation is showing 
slight improvement, so much so that our 
Chicago bankers feel confident that they 
now have the situation with reference to 
the interior banks well in hand. Certain 
it is that the demand for money from the 
country banks is very much less than it 
was earlier in May. Corn-planting time 
is a busy period for the farmer. Nothing 
short of a circus—and even that may fail 
—could attract the farmer to town at such 
times, but as soon as planting is over, the 
farmer has a little breathing spell, and 
then the banker impresses upon him the 
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necessity of marketing his old corn and 
livestock and such wheat as he is still hold- 
ing and liquidate his debt to the bank. 
This is relied upon by the central reserve 
city bankers to ease up the situation in 
the next sixty days, the present relief be- 
ing largely from the curtailment of loans. 


* * * 


But our crops are the chief source of 
interest at the present time and there is 
a less favorable sentiment in financial and 
speculative circles in touch with the grain 
market at the present time than there was 
early in May. By this I do not wish to 
be understood as attempting to convey the 
idea that we are confronted by any serious 
crop situation, but as one of our leading 
Western bankers said in commenting upon 
the advices received by his banking insti- 
tution, there is something wrong with the 
crop situation. These advices, while not 
pessimistic as to crops, indicate very clear- 
ly that there is a possibility, if not a 
probability, of some disappointment when 
the harvest comes. It is pointed out, for 
instance, that while the crop conditions in 
the Northwest are comparatively good, it 
will probably be found that the abandoned 
acreage, owing to the recent freeze, is great- 
er than the Government statistics indicate. 
The grain market is developing along lines 
not unlike those of a year ago when the 
East was heavily short and the West op- 
erating on the bull side. Will the out- 
come of this campaign be a repetition of 
the previous year? 

The government report as to the win- 
ter wheat condition of 82.1 on May 1. 
showed a distinct improvement over the 
April figure of 80.8, while the arca under 
cultivation, 29,044,000 acres, is 714,000, 
equal to 2% per cent, and better than was 
harvested last year. But the question has 
been raised as to whether sufficient allow- 
ance has been made for the acreage aban- 
doned as a result of climatic conditions. It 
is also true that the ten-year average of 
winter wheat has been above 864% per cent, 
yet the figures just issued were much bet- 
ter than had been looked for and assuredly 
no adequate cause for becoming alarmed 
over the agricultural outlook. Receding 
trade and falling hopes would quickly re- 
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vive under the incomparable stimulus of an 
adequate crop. 
2s * * 

One favorable feature of the present sit- 
uation is the fact that as a result of the 
very much firmer money rates and the 
stagnation in the commercial paper mar- 
ket, there have been no serious, disquiet- 
ing rumblings, such as come from an over- 
extended condition of credit among con- 
cerns who float large volumes of commer- 
cial paper. In commercial lines such men 
as J. V. Farwell, Jr., and the representa- 
tives of some of our large wholesale gro- 
cery houses are inclined to be a little more 
hopeful as to the future. Nearly all of 
these wholesale concerns report collections 
outside of Colorado and one or two other 
States as very satisfactory. 

In the wholesale grocery trade the vice- 
president of one of the big concerns in the 
West saw nothing to complain about in 
the business situation. He took the posi- 
tion that business is going along normally 
and that he saw nothing of any signs of 
depression. He said that while no effort 
has been made to make a careful canvass 
the reports from the various States, such 
as have come in to his concern, indicate 
good crops. 

* * * 

Copper is still in a bad way, as is evi- 
denced by the Producers report, although 
there is a suspicion that those figures may 
be juggled in order to drive in the lag- 
gards in the copper merger still pending 
and to break down the price of outstanding 
stock. April brought no relief. Instead, 
the market’s feet sank deeper in the mire. 
No less than 177,477,639 lbs. was brought 
from the bowels of the earth, while con- 
sumption called for less than 100,000,000 
lbs.; in the space of thirty days stocks on 
hand swelled 18,159,285 lbs., bringing the 
total accumulation up to 141,984,159 lbs. 
The best authorities, or at least some of 
them, state emphatically that the trade 
will not be in a thoroughly healthy state 
until low prices for the metal have caused 
the high cost mines to slow down and thus 
lessen production. Incidentally it is not 
encouraging to know that one-fourth of 
the blast furnaces in the country have been 
blown out and that orders for steel are not 
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being received in sufficient quantity to pro- 
vide for the running of the plants at any- 
thing like full capacity. Yet there is a 
slightly better tendency in that line.

TO IMPROVE BANK SYSTEM 


Comptroller of the Currency Lawrence O. 
Murray has determined to cut off if possible 
the extension of charters of banks which 
have not been well managed or conducted 
under the existing charters already in their 
possession. This is intended to eliminate 
from the system such banks as have shown 
weakness under the present regime and 
thereby to improve the conditions under 
which the supervision of the system is car- 
ried on. 

As a prerequisite of the extension of 
charters, moreover, the comptroller is re- 
quiring certain regulations regarding by- 
laws, etc., to be complied with. The follow- 
ing notice is being sent out to the various 
banks whose charters are near their end: 

“The charter of your association will 
shortly expire by limitation. If you desire 
an extension of charter please forward a 
complete copy of your by-laws to this of- 
fice. They should provide for at least 
monthly meetings of the board of directors, 
the appointment of examining and discount 
committees, the approval by the directors 
at the regular monthly meetings of all 
loans and discounts and the recording of 
such approval in permanent form. If your 
by-laws do not already cover these re- 
quirements the board of directors should 
adopt the necessary amendments.” 

Information on credit, which will be of 
great value to national bank examiners, 
hereafter will be a feature of the office of 
the comptroller of the currency, according 
to plans outlined by Mr. Murray, the head 
of the bureau. From the information avail- 
able, examiners may obtain data showing 
the financial standing of individuals, firms 
and corporations, so far as their borrow- 
ing privileges with national banks are 
concerned. 

Reports conveying information of this 
character are to be made to the comp- 
troller’s office semi-annually after the 
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meetings held at those periods by the dis- 
trict examiners. They are to show the 
general conditions in the district; the num- 
ber of examinations of banks that have 
been made, a list of those requiring ex- 
amination more than twice a year; a list 
of defalcations of “financiers of question- 
able methods,” of the “outside or foreign 
paper” of borrowers whose principal head- 
quarters or place of business is outside 
of the district covered by the reports, 
doubtful or questionable paper in which 
officers or directors or persons or firms 
are interested and large or extended lines 
of credit. 

The semi-annual district meetings which 
are to be an innovation are to be held early 
in July this year. At these gatherings Mr. 
Murray proposes that chairmen and in- 
dividual examiners prepare papers for read- 
ing and discussion. 


FRENCH MONEY FOR CANADA 


In an interview at Montreal, O., B. 
d’Aoust of the banking house of Mr. Ro- 
dolphe Forget, M. P., who has returned 
from Europe, where he executed several 
financial transactions, said that securities 
that had been purchased by Paris up to the 
present time, such as Lake of the Woods, 
Quebec Railway, Montreal Power, Dominion 
Iron and Steel and others, have been prof- 
itable to the purchaser. 

The French capitalists now regard Can- 
ada as the bargain counter of the world, 
and millions will continue to flow over here 
from French sources. Only the other day, 
said Mr. d’Aoust, Mr. Hooper, the financial 
editor of the London Times, told him that 
no less than £150,000,000 was added an- 
nually to the fortune of the French Repub- 
lic, or in other words, that if all the money 
which Russia owes France had to be written 
off as a bad debt the amount would be cov- 
ered in two years, so rapid does the wealth 
of the nation accumulate. 

Mr. d’Aoust further stated that French 
capitalists now consider Canada the ideal 
country for investment, particularly be- 
cause of the bonus system in vogue here 
when companies are organized. The Mon- 
treal financier took occasion to deliver sev- 
eral lectures on the resources of Canada, 
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and he returns to Montreal with the an- 
nouncement that one group alone of Paris 
bankers and capitalists are ready and will- 
ing to invest as much as $50,000,000 in any 
series of enterprises which may be placed 
before them at the present time. The in- 
terest in the dominion, he says, is not 
wholly confined to Paris, the money center 
of the French Republic, but capitalists from 
such wealthy communities as Bordeaux 
have already given evidence in a practical 
manner of the faith that is now in them 
touching Montreal and the rest of the do- 
minion. They are now, he added, cognizant 
of the fact that the three great wheat- 
raising provinces of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta embrace a territory much 
larger than England, Germany and France 
combined, and that three trans-continental 
railways are built or will soon be con- 
structed through this great granary of the 
empire. 


MARK TWAIN ON FINANCE 


One of Mark Twain’s most famous 
sketches—more famous to an earlier gen- 
ertion than to this, but a household word 
even now—was a Wall Street character 
pure and simple. The odd part of it is that 
the leading figure in that story was recog- 
nized, when the book was published, as an 
accurate, admirable, and most amusing sat- 
ire on a real type in the community; was 
regarded, ten and even twenty years later, 
as a preposterous attempt to depict a char- 
acter which did not really exist at all in 
American finance; yet was called to mind, 
during the decade which began in 1899, as 
picturing something which had reappeared 
as the most conspicuous among the person- 
alities of Wall Street. 

Col. Sellers, in this story of 1873, had 
been explaining his operations in corn and 
hogs; young Mr. Washington Hawkins, to 
whom those confidences had been made, in- 
terrupted the narrative with blazing eyes: 

“Colonel, you can’t improve on these—no 
man can improve on them!” 

A sweet, compassionate smile played 
about the Colonel’s features, and he leaned 
over the table with the air of a man who 
is “going to show you,” and do it without 
the least trouble: 
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“Why, Washington, my boy, these things 
are nothing. They ‘look large—of course, 
they look large to a novice, but to a man 
who has been all his life accustomed to 
large operations—pshaw! They’re well 
enough to while away an idle hour with, or 
furnish a bit of employment that will give 
a trifle of idle capital a chance to earn its 
bread while it is waiting for something to 
do, but—now just listen a moment—just 
let me give you an idea of what we old 
veterans of commerce call ‘business.’ Here’s 
the Rothchilds’ proposition—this is between 
you and me, you understand i 

Washington nodded three or four times 
impatiently, and his glowing eyes said, 
“Yes, yes—hurry—I understand 

“For I wouldn’t have it get out for 
a fortune. They want me to go in with 
them on the sly—agent was here two weeks 
ago about it—go in on the sly” (voice down 
to an impressive whisper now), “and buy 
up a hundred and thirteen wild-cat banks 
in Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, Illinois, and 
Missouri—notes of these banks are at all 
sorts of discounts now—average discount 
of the hundred and thirteen is forty-four 
per cent.—buy them all up, you see, and 
then all of a sudden let the cat out of the 
bag! Whiz! the stock of every one of those 
wildcats would spin up to a tremendous pre- 
mium before you could turn a handspring— 
profit on the speculation not a dollar less 
than forty millions!” (An eloquent pause, 
while the marvellous vision settled into 
W.’s focus.) “Where’s your hogs now! 
Why, my dear, innocent boy, we would just 
sit down on the front door-steps and peddle 
banks like lucifer matches!” 


In the presence of so many millions, 
Washington could not keep from blushing 
when he had to confess that he had but 
eighteen dollars in the world. 

“Well, all right—don’t despair. Other 
people have been obliged to begin with less. 
I have a small idea that may develop into 
something for us both, all in good time. 
Keep your money close and add to it. T’ll 
make it breed. I’ve been experimenting (to 
pass away the time) on a little preparation 
for curing sore eyes—a kind of decoction, 
nine-tenths water and the other tenth drugs, 
that don’t cost more than a dollar a barrel; 
I’m still experimenting; there’s one ingredi- 
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ent wanted yet to perfect the thing, and 
somehow I can’t just manage to hit upon the 
thing that’s necessary, and I don’t dare 
talk with a chemist, of course. But I’m 
progressing, and before many weeks I wager 
the country will ring with the fame of 
Beriah Sellers’ Infallible Imperial Oriental 
Optic Liniment and Salvation for Sore 
Eyes—the Medical Wonder of the Age! 
Small bottle fifty cents, large ones a dol- 
lar. Average cost, five and seven cents for 
the two sizes. 

“The first year sell, say, ten thousand 
bottles in Missouri, seven thousand in Iowa, 
three thousand in Arkansas, four thousand 
in Kentucky, six thousand in Illinois, and 
say, twenty-five thousand in the rest of the 
country. Total, fifty-five thousand bottles; 
profit, clear of all expenses, twenty thou- 
sand dollars at the very lowest calculation. 
All the capital needed is to manufacture 
the first two thousand bottles—say a hun- 
dred and fifty dollars—then the money 
would begin to flow in. The second year’s 
sales would reach 200,000 bottles—clear 
profit, say, $75,000—and in the meantime 
the great factory would be building in St. 
Louis, to cost say, $100,000. The third 
year we could easily sell 1,000,000 bottles 
in the United States and — 

“O, splendid!” said Washington. 
commence right away—let’s Pe 

“1,000,000 bottles in the United States 
—profit at least $350,000—and then it would 
begin to be time to turn our attention to- 
ward the real idea of the business.” 

“The real idea of it! Ain’t $350,000 a 
year a pretty real a 


“Let’s 


“Stuff! Why, what an infant you are, 
Washington, what a guileless, short-sighted, 
easily-contented innocent you are, my poor 
little country-bred know-nothing! Would 
I go to all that trouble and bother for 
the poor crumbs a body might pick up in 
this country? Now do I look like a man 
who—does my history suggest that I am 
a man who deals in trifles, contents him- 
self with the narrow horizon that hems in 
the comman herd, sees no further than the 
end of his nose? Now, you know that that 
is not me—couldn’t be me. You ought to 
know that if I throw my time and abili- 
ties into a patent medicine, it’s a patent 
medicine whose field of operations is the 
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solid earth! its clients the swarming na- 
tions that inhabit it! 

“Why, what is the republic of America for 
an eye-water country? Lord bless you, it 
is nothing but a barren highway that you’ve 
got to cross to get to the true eye-water 
market! Why, Washington, in the Oriental 
countries people swarm like the sands of the 
desert; every square mile of ground upholds 
its thousands upon thousands of struggling 
human creatures—and every separate and 
individual devil of them’s got the ophthal- 
mia! It’s as natural to them as noses are— 
and sin. It’s born with them, it stays with 
them, it’s all that some of them have left 
when they die. Three years of introductory 
trade in the Orient and what will be the re- 
sult? Why, our headquarters would be in 
Constantinople and our hindquarters in fur- 
ther India! Factories and warehouses in 
Cairo, Ispahan, Bagdad, Damascus, Jeru- 
salem, Yedo, Peking, Bangkok, Delhi, Bom- 
bay, and Calcutta! Annual income—vwell, 
God only knows how many millions and mil- 
lions apiece!” 


APRIL MUNICIPAL BOND SALES 


During the month of April municipal 
bonds aggregating $19,272,843 were disposed 


of. Of this amount $7,000,000 was contrib- 
uted by the states of New York and Con- 
necticut. The former sold $5,000,000 4s at 
105,376 plus, a basis of about 3.761 per 
cent. Connecticut disposed of $2,000,000 
3148 at a price slightly above par, a pre- 
mium of $63.60 having been realized on 
$10,000 worth. 

The number of municipalities emitting 
bonds and the number of separate issues 
made during April, 1910, were 208 and 271 
respectively. This contrasts with 284 and 
401 for March, 1910, and with 284 and 426 
for April, 1909.

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The total reported above, $19,272,843, rep- 
resents as usual, only sales of long-term 
bonds issued by states and municipalities in 
the United States. In addition we reported 
during April the negotiation of $23,675,755 
temporary obligations, as well as the sales 
of debentures put out by the provinces and 
minor civil divisions of the Dominion of 
Canada, amounting to $11,718,873. The lat- 
ter total includes $5,000,000 4s of the City 
of Montreal and £1,000,000 ($4,866,500) 4s 
of the Province of Manitoba. 


MORGAN’S INCREASED POWER 


Considerable interest has been centered 
of late in the returns published in the press 
of the expansion of the so-called Morgan 
banking influence in New York. While the 
total deposits of the New York City trust 
companies exclusive of Brooklyn have in- 
creased from $538,664,879 at the end of 
1907 to $1,030,436,248, an increase of $491,- 
771,369, seven trust companies controlled by 
Morgan interests have contributed $250,- 
365,447 of this gain, or fully 50 per cent of 
the total growth of this branch of New York 
City’s banking power. 

It is well known that J. P. Morgan and 
some of his associates are ambitious of 
greatly extending operations in the banking 
field, more particularly in the trust com- 
pany section, inasmuch as there is wider 
scope here than in the management of na- 
tional banks, owing to the stricter rules 
imposed upon the latter by the federal au- 
thorities. Wague reports are even now cur- 
rent concerning the Morgan plans for the 
near, but not, necessarily immediate, future. 


* * ~*~ 


These plans‘are not relished by other 
influential international banking-houses, 
among whom a significant realignment has 
been quietly taking place. It may have 
been noted by the public, as it certainly 
has been noted and discussed with interest 
among bankers, that certain very influen- 
tial international banking firms are now 
sinking old enmities and are working in co- 
operation. This phase of the banking sit- 
uation in New York is likely to excite more 
public notice a year from now, unless some- 
thing entirely unexpected takes place in the 
meantime. 

The vast power already possessed by J. 
P. Morgan & Co. among New York’s finan- 
cial institutions can be gathered from the 
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subjoined table, which shows that the trust 
companies the firm dominates have aggre- 
gate deposits of $375,408,400, while the four 
national banks controlled by the same group 
have $369,519,800 deposits, a grand total of 
$744,928,200, exclusive of the Morgan con- 
nection with the New York Life and Equita- 
ble insurance companies, with assets of fully 
$1,000,000:

The most notable increases in deposits 
since the close of 1907 have been achieved, 
with few exceptions, by the trust compa- 
nies under the Morgan influence. The total 
deposits held on that date by the Astor, 
Bankers’, Equitable, Guaranty, Mercantile, 
New York and Standard companies reached 
only $125,052,953, whereas these same insti- 
tutions now hold $375,408,400, the increase 
having been thus $250,355,447. Of course, 
amalgamations have played an important 
part in this upbuilding process. The Guar- 
anty Trust figured far less than $30,000,- 
000 in 1907, whereas today, through the 
expansion in its own business and the ac- 
quisition of the Fifth Avenue and the Mor- 
ton Trust companies, its deposits exceed 
$140,000,000, the increase for these three 
institutions having amounted to fully $80,- 
000,000. The Equitable’s deposits were be- 
low $10,000,000 in 1907, whereas, thanks in 
part to the absorption of the Bowling Green 
Trust Company, the total is now above 
$45,000,000. 

The Farmers’ Loan and Trust, among 
what might be called the independent com- 
panies, has added most to its deposit ac- 
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count during the period under review; its 
total has risen more than $60,000,000, or 
from $58,500,000 to $118,700,000. The next 
best showing has been made by the Cen- 
tral, whose deposits have more than dou- 
bled. The Mercantile can show a similar 
record; it has jumped from $23,000,000 to 
fully $55,000,000. The United States Mort- 
gage and Trust has also enjoyed better 
than a 100 per cent increase. The follow- 
ing table shows the comparisons:

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The trust companies for the whole state 
of New York had assets to the amount of 
$1,363,966,143 before the panic broke out— 
that is to say, on Aug. 22, 1907—but by 
Dee. 31, 1907, there had been a shrinkage to 
$1,012,747,930, a loss of $351,218,213. In 
August of the following year there had been 
a recovery to practically the position in 
August, 1907, the 1908 total being $1,355,- 
311,819. By the opening of 1909 resources 
had amounted to $1,477,575,489, while by 
September, 1909, the stupendous total of 
$1,673,509,646 was reached, a figure not 
equaled before or since. On the 1st of Janu- 
ary last the trust companies had assets of 
$1,604,203,727, but on the date of the last 
return, March 25, there had been a decrease 
to $1,558,661,957. 

In Greater New York the trust companies’ 
resources fell from $1,205,048,180 in August, 
1907, to $869,045,543, but they steadily im- 
proved until they reached $1,513,421,967 in 
September, 1909. At the end of March last 


the aggregate stood at $1,397,116,710. 
The following table gives the price of the 
shares of various New York trust companies 


at the end of 1907 and now; but the various 
changes in ownership and in capitalization 
must be taken into account in reading the 
quotations:

The Los Angeles bankers have taken the 
first steps in making arrangements for the 
thirty-sixth anual convention of the Ameri- 
ean Bankers’ Association which will meet 
in that city October 3 to 7. As a prelimi- 
nary move in attracting the attention of the 
members of the association a Publicity Bu- 
reau has been established and from now up 
to October the thousand and one attrac- 
tions of Los Angeles and the great south- 
west in general will be told. 

Considerable interest among financiers cen- 
ters in Los Angeles as the city has become 
the financial headquarters for practically 
the entire southwest and the west coast of 
Mexico. The enormous developmerit projects 


which are under way has necessitated the 
employment of a great deal of capital and 
this is entirely handled by the banking in- 
stitutions of Los Angeles. 

Conditions obtain in Los Angeles financial 
circles which are almost paradoxical. Los 
Angeles, one of the most modern of modern 
cities, is yet one of the oldest cities in the 
United States. It has tremendous prob- 
lems to solve and is attracting capital from 
all over the world, yet a great deal of the 
finances of the east are controlled by resi- 
dents of Los Angeles, and vicinity. Many 
of the great estates which dot Southern 
California are owned and occupied by men 
whose names are a power in the financial 
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world. Men who have won fortunes in the 
east are spending the sunset of their lives 
in Southern California. 

Los Angeles has a wonderful heterogene- 
ous population. It has the ability to take 
up a project of bringing a great river two 
hundred and fifty miles from its mountain 
sources across deserts and through moun- 
tains and is willing to pay $23,000,000 to 
get what it needs. It is perfectly willing 
to spend an item of approximately $10,- 
000,000 in improving a harbor which will 
give it one of the best on the Pacific coast. 
It has decided to spend between $3,000,000 
and $4,000,000 on good roads. 

The city sends thirty thousand car loads 
of citrus fruits East annually where twenty- 
five years ago a single train would have been 
heralded as epoch making. In return it 
receives approximately $25,000,000. <A 
third as many carloads of vegetables are 
sent eastward. Los Angeles found oil in 
its back yard and there is a steady war 
being waged between the owners of high 
priced resident property and the builders of 
derricks. In one portion of the city, be- 


tween the foothills and the sea, a great for- 


est of derricks has arisen and oil exceed- 
ing in value the riches of the Comstock is 
being produced. 

With facility and enthusiasm the city 
turned from mundane affairs of dollars and 
cents and held the first aviation meet in 
America in January, the people of Los 
Angeles paying something like one hundred 
and ten thousand dollars for six days of 
unequaled entertainment. At this writing 
arrangements are under way to have a sec- 
ond Aviation Week during the fall and ef- 
forts will be made to have the man-birds 
in Los Angeles during the session of the 
convention. 

Meeting Executive Council 

A most interesting and successful meet- 
ing of the Executive Council of the American 
Bankers’ Association was held at Atlantic 
City, N. J., May 3-4, 1910. The meeting 
was well attended, there being only a few 
absentees. Chairman William Livingston, 
president of the Dime Savings Bank, De- 
troit, Mich., presided. 

Reports from the officers of the associa- 
tion, the various sections and the different 
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committees were read and other business of 
importance transacted. The general secre- 
tary’s report informed the members of the 
Council of a paid membership of 10,950. 

John J. White, of Atlantic City, asked the 
privilege of presenting a committee of At- 
lantic City bankers to the members of the 
Council, which extended an invitation to 
the American Bankers’ Association to hold 
its 1911 convention in that city. 

The vacancy in the Executive Council by 
the removal of J. Fletcher from Missouri to 
Illinois was filled by the election of Charles 
H. Huttig, president of the Third National 
Bank of St. Louis, Mo. L. T. Peck, cashier 
of the First National Bank, Honolulu, Ha- 
waii, was elected to fill the vacancy as vice- 
president for that territory. 

James P. Sawyer, president, Battery Park 
Bank of Asheville, N. C., was elected to fill 
the vacaney of vice-president for North 
Carolina. 

Fred A. Irish, cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Fargo, N. D., was elected to 
fill the vacancy of vice-president for North 
Dakota. 

A committee was appointed to look into 
the matter of revising the constitution with 
reference to standing committees and to 
committees in general as to limitation of 
their time of duration and their appoint- 
ment and made a report before adjournment 
of the Council. Their recommendations will 
be submitted to the meeting of the next 
annual convention. 

The committee on Express Companies 
and Money Orders in making its interesting 
report referred to the matter of Travelers’ 
Checks and the success which has met their 
efforts from which the membership of the 
association has benefited materially. The 
Domestic Money Orders were also referred 
to and it is believed it will be feasible to 
successfully combine the features of a Do- 
mestic Money Order with a Foreign Money 
Order, thus giving the banks the privilege 
of issuing a piece of paper which will be 
current not only in the United States but all 
parts of the world, and which can be is- 
sued under its own name. A plan will be 
submitted at a later date bearing on this 
subject. 

A special committee consisting of James 
G. Cannon, vice-president of the Fourth Na- 
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tional Bank, New York City, and the gen- 
eral secretary, to devise a new form of 
Credit Blanks, made its report, through its 
chairman, Mr. Cannon. 

A resolution as follows was adopted: 


“Resolved: That a committee of five 
be appointed by the chair from sub-treasury 
cities to confer with the officials of the 
United States treasury in an endeavor, 

First, To devise a more simple method 
whereby customs and internal revenue pay- 
ments can be legally and safely made. 

Second, To find some more economical 
means whereby the banks can be furnished 
clean money in place of unclean and muti- 
lated bills. 

Third, To find a more economical method 
whereby funds can be transferred from one 
sub-treasury to another.” 

A resolution was also offered and adopted 
calling for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of three to confer with any similar com- 
mittee that may be appointed by the Na- 
tional Association of Credit Men in an en- 
deavor to prepare a plan whereby there can 
be attained the successful prosecution of 
persons making false statements of finan- 
cial conditions. 

A resolution was offered by the Ameri- 
ean Institute of Banking Section relative to 
the consolidation of the American Institute 
of Banking Bulletin with the Journal of the 
American Bankers’ Association, which reso- 
lution was adopted. The resolution calls for 
the subject matter to be referred to the In- 
stitute Committee in conjunction with the 
officers of the Association. 

A resolution was submitted thanking the 
management of the Marlborough-Blenheim 
hotel and the Atlantic City bankers for their 
courteous attention in connection with the 
banquet and the furnishing of automobiles. 

P. C. Kauffman, in behalf of the people 
of the Northwest Pacific Coast expressed 
the hope that one of the conventions of the 
American Bankers’ Association in the course 
of a few years may again be held on the 
Pacific Coast in one of the Puget Sound 
cities. 

A resolution was adopted which recom- 
mended and requests of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association at its next meeting at Los 
Angeles, California, the passage of proper 
resolutions in favor of a World’s Panama 
Exposition to be held at the most fitting 
place in 1915. 


South Carolina Bankers 
About 250 members attended the recent 
annual convention of the South Carolina 
Bankers’ Association, held at Aiken, which 
proved one of the most beneficial and en- 
joyable on record. The report of Giles L. 
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Wilson, secretary and treasurer, was one 
of the first received. Mr. Wilson has occu- 
pied that office during six of the nine years’ 
history of the organization. He announced 
that every one of the thirty-eight national 
banks in the state was enrolled, and all of 
the five private banks. The membership 
list also includes 230 state banks and six 
state bank branches, giving a total of 279 
banks. 

Governor J. C. Sheppard, of Edgefield, 
chairman of the banking law committee, 
stated it had framed nine measures, five 
of which had been favorably reported upon 
by the Senate committee and had been 
passed with some amendments by the Sen- 
ate. The same five had been favorably re- 
ported on by the House committee, but on 
account of the rush of local measures in the 
House, at the latter part of the session, the 
banking measures were not reached, and 
are still on the calendar. The committee 
asked that these measures be pressed next 
session. The other four had been killed in 
committee by an unfavorable report. 


A. Piatt Andrew, Director of the Mint, 
delivered an address on “The Work of the 
National Monetary Commission.” He de- 
clared that in order to bring the American 
banking system into line with the drift of 
the world greater flexibility and greater 
mobility in the banking reserves of the 
United States is needed, as well as greater 
concentration in note issue privileges and 
greater coherence and system in the gen- 
eral control of the country’s banking. 

B. Sherwood Dunn, formerly president of 
the European-American Bank, New. York 
City, spoke on “A Central Bank of Issue 
for the United States,” which project he 
stoutly opposed. 

William A. Law, president of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank of Philadelphia, took 
as a topic “Ten ‘Years’ Progress in South 
Carolina Banking.” Ten years ago there 
were 135 banks in the state; now the total 
is 278. Ten years ago the total deposits 
amounted to $24,489,000; to-day they ag- 
gregate $67,518,000. The advance in cotton 
most materially affected the development. 

Willis G. Harvey, president of the Enter- 
prise Bank of Charleston, was elected pres- 
ident, and Giles L. Wilson was re-elected 
secretary. 
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Ohio Bankers Change Date 


The time for the holding of the annual 
convention of the Ohio Bankers’ Association 
has been changed from June 8 and 9 to June 
6 and 7, to accommodate President Taft, 
who has accepted an invitation to address 
the meeting. The bankers will convene in 
Columbus. The addresses of welcome will 
be delivered by Governor Harmon and P. W. 
Huntington, president of the Huntington 
National Bank of Columbus, and the re- 
sponse to these addresses will be made by 
former Governor Myron T. Herrick, presi- 
dent of the Society for Savings of Cleve- 
land. There is to be a discussion of the 
Central Bank proposition, led by Col. J. J. 
Sullivan, president of the Central National 
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Bank of Cleveland; Morris M. White, chair- 
man of the board of the Fourth National 
Bank of Cincinnati, and Thomas H. Wilson, 
vice-president of the First National Bank 
of Cleveland. The discussion will be open to 
all in attendance. Other speakers of the 
oceasion will be Smith W. Bennett, of 
Columbus, F. W. Thomas, of the Bankers’ 
Publishing Co. of Toledo, B. W. Walter- 
mier, of Findlay, Dr. W. O. Thompson, pres- 
ident of the Ohio State University, and 
George Guckenberger, president of the Atlas 
National Bank of Cincinnati.

The J. G. White & Co., incorporated, in 
its annual report to the stockholders shows 
an increase in surplus from $338,406 to 
$391,394 after having paid the regular pre- 
ferred dividends. 

The directors of the Mellon National Bank 
of Pittsburg have increased the surplus fund 
to $3,000,000 by the addition of $100,000 
out of the undivided profits. The institution 
has a capital of $4,000,000. 

The article by Maurice L. Muhleman deal- 
ing with “A Plan for a Central Bank,” pub- 
lished in the “Banking Law Journal,” has 
been reprinted in pamphlet form. 


Daniel P. Berg has been elected president 
of the Manufacturers’ Bank of Pittsburg, 
to succeed the late John C. Stevenson. Mr. 
Berg has been cashier of the bank since its 
organization in 1889. John C. Rudolph is 
his successor in the cashiership. 

J. D. Ayres has been promoted from an 
assistant cashiership in the Bank of Pitts- 
burg, N. A., at Pittsburg, to a vice presi- 
dency in the institution. Mr. Ayres has 
been connected with the institution for a 
number of years. The office to which he has 
been chosen is a newly created one.

Emil Winter, president of the Working- 
men’s Savings Bank & Trust Co. of Alle- 
gheny, Pa., who recently pleaded no defence 
to the charge of bribery in connection with 
the naming of his bank as a city depositary, 
filed a petition in the criminal court asking 
that he be excused from appearing for 
sentence. 


J. R. B. Carraway, former teller of the 
National Bank of Newbern, at Newbern, 
N. C., was sentenced on the 30th ult. to 
five years in the Atlanta penitentiary, fol- 
lowing his conviction on charges of false 
entries and the misappropriation of funds 
of the bank. 








An application to convert the Broadway 
Bank & Trust Co. of Nashville, Tenn., into 
the Broadway National Bank has been ap- 
proved by the Comptroller of the Currency. 
With the conversion of the institution, its 
capital, of $100,000 is increased to $200,000. 

The Penn National Bank of Philadelphia 
has increased its semi-annual dividend from 
5 to 6 per cent, making the yearly rate 12 
per cent. The bank has a capital of $500,- 
000. Its surplus fund has just been in- 
creased to $1,200,000, through the addition 
of $100,000. 


NOTES OF INTEREST TO BANKERS 


Charles H. Kellogg, president of the Third 
National Bank of Cincinnati, at the time 
of its consolidation with the Fifth National 
in 1908, died recently. With the formation 
of the Fifth-Third National Bank Mr. 
Kellogg became a director of the enlarged 
institution, but had since retired from the 
board. He was sixty-five years of age. 


Harvey L. Elkins has been elected presi- 
dent of the Colonial Trust Co. of Philadel- 
phia to succeed R. W. Downing, who retires 
on account of ill-health. Mr. Elkins, who 
had been vice president and treasurer, was 
one of the organizers of the institution, 
which began business in 1899. 


The proposition to increase the capital of 
the National Park Bank of New York City 
from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000 was ratified 
by the stockholders at a special meeting on 
May 10th. The new stock was offered to 
shareholders of record May 7 at $200 per 
share. The premium will be applied to 
surplus, raising it from $8,000,000 to 
$10,000,000. 

Finis E. Marshall, president of the Phenix 
National Bank of New York City, stated 
that “the negotiations pending for a con- 
solidation of the Phenix National Bank with 
the Bank of New York, N. B. A., could not 
be consummated satisfactorily to the in- 
terests of both sides, so the matter has 
been dropped without prejudice to either 
party.” 

William Woodward, a vice president of 
the Hanover National Bank of New York 
City since 1904, has been chosen to succeed 
his uncle, the late James T. Woodward, as 
president of the institution. His election to 
the office occured early in May, when James 
M. Donald, who has been associated with the 
bank for thirty-seven years, and has offici- 
ated as vice president since 1895, was elected 
chairman of the board of directors. 

In its statement to the Dominion govern- 
ment, the Royal Bank of Canada shows de- 
posits amounting to $56,281,128 on March 
31 compared with $50,617,962 December 31 
last. The bank had cash on hand $8,991,- 
219 according to the last statement, reserve 
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fund of $5,700,000 and $228,393 of undi- 
vided profits and a capital of $5,000,000. 
The call loans on collateral aggregated $8,- 
490,194 at the end of March compared with 
$9,638,309 and held $7,801,919 of stock and 
bonds, and $1,406,647 of municipal and 
government securities. The other loans and 
discounts aggregated March 31 $38,379,040 
compared with $33,828,313 December. 31st. 
H. 8. Holt is president and E. L. Pease vice 
president and general manager. 


The Girard Trust Co. of Philadelphia has 
decided to discontinue on June 1 the custom 
of balancing depositors pass books, and in 
lieu thereof will inaugurate the system of 
rendering monthly statements of accounts, 
with canceled vouchers. While the proposed 
method is not original with the institution 
—it has for some time been in operation 
among a few of the financial institutions 
in New York and Chicago—the Girard is 
the first trust company in Philadelphia to 
adopt the plan. 


The two new Chicago institutions in 
which Senator William Lorimer is interested 
—the La Salle Street National Bank and 
the La Salle Street Trust Company—began 
business on Monday, May 9. Senator Lori- 
mer is president; C. B. Munday, first vice- 
president; J. M. Appel, second vice-presi- 
dent; C. Claven, cashier; Charles G. Fox, 
first assistant cashier; Thomas B. McDonald, 
auditor; William Lorimer, Jr., Secretary; 
Leonard Lorimer, assistant secretary. Both 
institutions have a capital of $1,000,000 
each. 


The Mechanics & Metals National Bank 
of New York City paid a quarterly dividend 
of 3 per cent May 10 to holders of record 
May 6. This is the first payment to be 
made, the institution having been formed 
in January last by a consolidation of the 
Mechanics National and the National Copper 
banks. The old Mechanics National Bank 
paid dividends for many years, of late at 
the rate of 12 per cent per annum—3 per 
cent quarterly—while the National Copper 
Bank paid 2 per cent at each quarterly 
period beginning with March 1909. 
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The banking house of McCornick & Co. 
of Salt Lake City, Utah, conducted for the 
last thirty-seven years as.a private bank, 
was incorporated on April 1, a number of 
wealthy and prominent men having pur- 
chased an interest in the business. The 
bank continues under the name of McCor- 
nick & Co., bankers, and as an incorporated 
institution starts with a paid-up capital of 
$600,000 and a surplus of $100,000. 

Dan Norman, who has been connected 
with the Commercial National Bank of 
Chicago for the past seventeen years, has 
been appointed Assistant Cashier. Mr. 
Norman is 38 years old and has been 
private secretary to President Roberts for 
several years. He was formerly manager of 
the Credit Department. Charles C. Willson 
resigned as Assistant Cashier of the Com- 
mercial National Bank, and will become 
Cashier of the Commercial Trust & Savings 
Bank, an affiliated institution. 

The trial of F. Augustus Heinze, who was 
charged with misapplying the funds of the 
Mercantile National Bank during his presi- 
dency of the institution in 1907, and over- 
certifying checks of his brother’s firm, Otto 
Heinze & Co., resulted in the return of a 
verdict of “not guilty” by the jury on May 
12th. Since the beginning of the trial on 
April 25 a number of the counts in the 
indictments which had stood against the de- 
fendant on that date had been dismissed, 
the jury being charged only with the con- 
sideration of thirty counts. These concerned 
the over-certification of checks of Otto 
Heinze & Co. on Oct. 14, 1907, aggregating 
$464,000 and the misapplication of the funds 
of the bank to that extent. The govern- 
ment, however, was unable to establish its 
charges, and Mr. Heinze has been completely 
acquitted. 


The Hartford National Bank, the oldest 
bank in Hartford, Conn., and the fourth old- 
est in the United States has just issued a 
booklet profusely illustrated with half 
tones of buildings, officers and various forms 
of note issues of the institution during its 
history as a bank, dating back to 1792. In 
this period of 108 years the bank has had 
only six presidents. The present president 
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and executive officer is Harold W. Stevens, 
who came to the bank January 1, 1899, 
having been elected to the office of vice 
president, an office specially created to re- 
lieve Mr. Bolter from cares and responsi- 
bilities which were too many and too heavy 
for his advanced years and declining 
strength. Mr. Stevens was elected presi- 
dent September 19, 1900. Frank P. Fur- 
long, the cashier, was elected in February, 
1900. 


The LaSalle Street National Bank of Chi- 
cago threw open its doors for business May 
9, with a capital of $1,000,000 and at the 
end of the second day was reported to have 
deposits aggregating close to $2,000,000. 
U. S. Senator William Lorimer is president 
of the new bank, and the other officers are 
C. P. Munday, vice president; J. M. Appel, 
vice president; C. Clavin, cashier, and 
Charles G. Fox, assistant cashier. The di- 
rectors are William Lorimer, W. C. Brown, 
John M. Roach, Adam Ortseifen, George 
Gunderson, Frank J. Baker, F. N. Olin, C. 
B. Munday, J. M. Appel, John I. Hughes, 
Elbridge Hanecy, James E. Bennett, L. E. 
Anderson, William Lorimer, Jr., W. M. An- 
derson, Leonard J. Lorimer, Paul F. Beich, 
John R. Farthing, William J. Moxley, W. A. 
Gardner and C. Clavin. The LaSalle Street 
Trust and Savings Bank, controlled by the 
LaSalle Street National Bank, was reor- 
ganized later. 

The new Public Securities Company or- 
ganized by Homer W. McCoy and associated 
banking interests with a capital of $20,- 
000,000 to underwrite large enterprises, 
made public its directorate and advisory 
board. Both contain some of the leading 
men of the country. The purpose of the 
new institution as stated in its official cir- 
cular is “To purchase or underwrite entire 
issues of bonds and to carry, for reasonable 
periods of time under proper safeguards, for 
syndicates of responsible underwriters, 
either dealers, institutions or capitalists, en- 
tire issues of bonds on a profit participating 
basis; to conduct a wholesale business in 
bonds and investment securities, dealing 
with trust companies, banks, insurance 
companies, and bond houses. It is not the 
present intention to engage in the business

of retailing or distributing securities, but 
stockholders will be given the opportunity 
from time to time to join in underwritings 
on a profit sharing basis, thereby affording 
investment opportunities on terms not 
usually presented to the banker or investor 
outside of the large financial centers; it is 
also the plan to undertake the financing of 
gas, electric, traction, steam railway and 
timber properties and hydro-electric 
projects.”
